Submarizvne Patrol Areas. 

Commander Hansen explained that 
each submarine has a definite area tv 
cover. On his last cruise he was as- 
signed to the channel. 

He told of sinking several boats. ‘‘Ths 
weather was so thick and we couldn’t 
see far,’’ he said. “I was compelled to 
submerge for hours, and eame up in the 
vicinity of a small British ship. | 
ordered the crew to the boats, and 
torpedoed her as several French tor- 
poedoers gave chase. We escaped by go- 
ing down. 

“The same evening, opposite Havre. 
we stopped the Dulwich. The crew was 
given 10 minutes to get into the boats. 
They were off in less than five. The 
torpedo tore a hole clear under the 
smokestack. 

“The next day we came up in front of 
Cherbourg to have a look around just 
as the French steamer Ville de Lille 
was coming out of the harbor. Evi- 
dently believing that it was a French 
submarine whuch suddenly came out of 
the water the steamer showed a French 
fine, but then started to flee regardless 
ef our tig als. 

“las two women ‘and two children 
ea the @eck. Of course, we couldn't 
torpedo a ship with women and chil- 
@ren aboard, se we gave chase. 

“The Ville de Lille finally stopped, 
$4 men, women and children clambered 
with alacrity into the boat. We sent 
four men aboard and placed bombs in 
the bottom and sank the steamer. 
They found a little terrier, who had 
been abandoned and fought the men 
his teeth, but he was captured 
and brought along. Ever since he has 
the mascot of the U-I6. 

lAfe ta the Submarines. 

“I gave the women and children some 
blankets and food for themselves and 


the crew. Then we took the two boats 
in tow of the Ul6 and towed them to 
cpposite Barfleur, close to land. from 
Where there was no difficulty:in row- 
ing in.’’ 


Two days later the U16 torpedoed the 
lrench Dinorah, loaded with horses 
and artillery, off Dieppe. 

Describing life in the submarines in 
the present blockade of England, Com- 
mander Hansen said: 


“It is fearfully trying on the nerves. 
Every man does not stand it. When 
in the vicinity of the enemy or when 
weather conditions make it necessary, 
we submerge. First we close all open- 
ings, then pump the alr to a certain 
pressure, I observe the barometer for 
several minutes to sce if the pressure 
goes down. If not, then the boat is 
all right. That also means water- 
tight.

Gen. von Kluck Wounded by 
Shrapnel Fire When on In- 
spection Trip to Advance 
German Positions. 


Another British Ship Torpe- 
doed, but Crew Is Saved— 
Russian Fleet Attacks 
Bosphorus Forts. 
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LONDON, March 29.—The re- 
jort of yesterday that the British 
NUeamer Falaba had been sunk 
b,\a German submarine. was con- 
firnied today. The Falaba was 
sent to the bottom yesterday off 
Milfordhaven, an inlet on the 
coast of South Wales. The loss 


of life probably was heavy. 

The Falaba left Liverpool on Sa2t- 
urday for the west coast of Africa 
with 140 passengers and with a crew 
of 120 men. Her officers state that 
when the German submarine appeared 
it whistled thrice as a signal for the 
steamer to prepare her lifeboats but 
that before this could be done a tor- 
pedo struck the ship near the engine 


room, 

Three of the Falaba’'s lifeboats were 
swamped. Many persons aboard the 
vessel were thrown into the sea, where 
they struggled while the submarine cir- 
cled about, offering, according to stories 
told by those rescued, no assistance. 
A fishing boat appeared on the scene 
and saved 140 of the passengers and 
crew. 

Capt. Davis of the liner was picked 
up dead. Eight other bodies were re- 
covered. -The survivors were landed at 
Milfordhaven, 

The British steamer Aguila was sunk 
by a German submarine this morning 
off Bishop Rook. Her crew of 21 men 
was saved. 

The Aguaila was a vessel of 1204 tons 
net and was 275 feet long. She was 
owned ir Liverpceol. Bishop Rook is on 
the Scilly Isles at the entrance to the 
English Channel. 

The steamer Vosges, which was sunk 
Saturday off the Cornish coast, was 
sent to the bottom by the shell fire 
of # German submarine. It was learned 
that the Vosges was under fire for 
more than two hours. In addition to 
her chief engineer, who was killed, 
two officers and two members of the 
crew of the Vosges and a woman 
passenger were wounded. 

By skillful handling the captain of 
the Vosges prevented his steamer 
from being torpedoed and the subma- 
rine opened fire on the ship with her 
guns. The steanger was getting away 
from the submarine, when a shell hit 
her funnel and her speed was reduced. 
As*the Vosges was making water, the 
captain ordered his passengers and 
erew into the boats. The captain says 
the submarine still kept up its fire, 


riddling the boats, and that it did not 
disappear until a@ patrol vessel, notic- 
ing the signals of distress from the 
Vosges, came on the scefie. Shortly 
afterward the Vosges sank.

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MISS RAE TANZER ADMITS 
SHE SUED WRONG OSBORNE 


Mistaken 


in Her Identification of New York 
Lawyer as ‘Oliver’ Osborne Who Wooed 
Her, Says Her New Attorney.

NEW YORK, 
Tanzer, the 
filed a $50,000 darmmage suit against James 
W. Osborne, fermer Assistant District 
Attorney of New York, went on the 
arm of a new lawyer today to the office 
of United States District Attorney Mar- 
shall and took back everything she had 
said recently identifying Osborne as the 
man who courted her under the name of 
Oliver Osborne. 

Before Marshall would take her state- 
ment he prepared a waiver of immunity 
for her to sign. She affixed her name 
and her signature was witnessed by her 
new counsel, Harold A. Speilberg. Then 
she began to tell her story. It was said 
it would take her all afternoon. Miss 
Tanzer, according to her lawyer, simply 
made a mistake in identifying James W. 
Osborne as Oliver Osborne, her admirer. 
No one else was to blame for her error, 
Speilberg said; the firm of Slade & 
Slade, the lawyers who had represented 
her, were in no way involved. 

“Miss Tanzer came to my home Frig@av 
night,’ Specilberg said, ‘with + 
nephew. She was sent there by her 
brother, whom I knew. Her brother 
had told me the evening before that Rae 
had gotten into trouble and wanted to 
get out of it. So an appointment was 
made at my home for the next night, 
when she told her story straight.’’ 

Six Hours to Tell Story. 

What Miss Tanzer had to say that 
would occupy the six and a half hours 
she spent at Spielberg’s home was not 
divulged, further than that she made 
a@ mistake. Friends of James W. Os- 
borne claim that he was made the vic- 
tim of a conspiracy to discredit him 
and expect that other names will be 
drawn into the investigation. 

Assistant District Attorney Wood, ore 
came from the examination room at 1 
o'clock, said that Miss Tanzer had then 
carried her story as far as Oct. 10, last, 
the day she was in a Plainfield, N. J., 
hotel with Oliver Osborne. 

Wood said he had not yet asked Miss 
Tanzer to explain why and how her sis- 
ters had identified James W. Osborne 
as her suitor. Miss Tanzer was pro- 
ceeding with her statement, and when 
it was concluded he intended to ques- 
tion her to clear up certain points. He 
said Miss Tanzer insisted that her act 
in connecting James W. Osborne with 
the case was an honest mistake. 

Lawyer Spielberg confirmed what 
Wood had said regarding the examina- 
tion. In addition he said it was only 
on Friday last that Miss Tanzer learned 
she was mistaken. 

Miss Tanzer is at liberty under $5000 
bond on a charge of using the mails to 
Cefraud. This fS an outgrowth of her 
suit against James W. Osborne. 

speilberg first became connected vith 
the case when he represented the sure- 
t’ company which furnished Miss Tan- 
zer's bond. For whom the surety com- 
pany acted in giving the bond has not 
been disclosed. 

David Slade, who wes Miss Tanzer's 
lawyer at the time of her examina- 
tion last week, said he was surprised 
to learn that Miss Tanzer had visited 
the District Attorney. If there had 
been any mistake, he said, he would 
gladly help the Government to get 
to the bottom of the case. 

How the mysterious “Oliver’’ Osborne 
could have so completely eliminated 
himself is little less than astounding 
when the fact is taken into considera- 
tion that he made the acquaintance of 
at least a score of young women who 
have provided the postoffice inspectors

Osborne was in the furnished room 
house of Stewart Denhan, 161 East Six- 
tieth street. It was from his windows 
on the ground floor that the lodger is 
declared by salesgirls in Bloomingdale's 
store across the street to have con- 
ducted many of his flirtations. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Benken have made com- 
plete statements to Assistant Attorney 
Samuel Hershenstein. 

When “Osborne” left the place a week 
ago Saturday night on reading of the 
search being made for him he sent his 
trunks to the Grand Central. He then 
resorted to,a trick he had used once 
before. He promptly sent the trunks 
back to thé Denhan house and as Mrs. 
Denhan was extremely reticent when 
the postoffice inspectors first called upon 
her, this fact was not known for some 
time. 


The trunks and ali effects ‘Oliver’ 
had in his single room will be taken to 
the Federal Building under subpena to- 
day and examined. Their contents is 
known to detectives. Among the ef- 
fects are more than 200 pairs of socks, 
15 suits of clothes, 30 odd pairs of shoes 
and an endless variety of shirts. 


Cosmetics in His Room, 


On the dresser in the room was found 
a large assortment: of cosmetics, face 
powder, strong perfumery and mani- 
cure implements. Yet “Oliver” Os- 
borne was in no sense effeminate. He 
simply had a craze for dressing him- 
self in gaudy clothing, keeping his fin- 
ger nails and shoes shined and wearing 
a large number of stones his feminine 
friends took to be diamonds. A cane 
and fur coat were found. 

“When the history of this man is 
known,”’ said Marshall, ‘“‘it will be found 
to be unique. He had a romantic air 
about him, told wonderful stories of 
which he was the theme, and usually 
the hero and ‘had a way of ingratiating 
himself with both men and women.” 


It would seem that “Oliver’ was at 
no time pinched for money. One of his 
pet fads when in the company of wom- 
en was toying with $20 gold pieces. He 
was thus occupied when he told Pro- 
prietor William K. Kitchen of the Hotel 
Kensington, Plainfield, N. J., that he 
hoped to settle in the town. The sight 
of the gold strengthened in the mind of 
Kitchen the story he told of having 
just arrived from California. 


About once a month “Oliver’’ sud- 
denly appeared to become flush and it 
is thought he was a remittance man. 
Toward the last of each month his sup- 
ply of cash would become low. As long 
as the Denhans knew him he had no 
employment. 

Refuseg to Accept Mail. 

While staying at the Denhan house 
“Oliver” refused to accept any mail He 
insisted that the letters addressed to 
him ‘there under the name of “Oliver 
Osborne’ were not intended for him and 
he handed them back to the postman 
after reading them. This acounts for 
the fact that all the notes sent to 
‘Oliver’ by Miss Rose Helen Kayser of 
the Bronx were returned. Of the young 
women who have known “Oliver,” all 
but one were self-supporting, laboring 
for moderate wages and being content- 
ed with a moving picture show for an 
evening’s entertalament.

Dr. H, P. Packard Usfuried American

Dr. Harry P. Packard, whose daring 
exploit in preventing a massacre of 
3000 Christian Assyrians in Persia 
was told of last Thursday in a cable- 
Sram to the Post-Dispatch, was in 
St. Louls last summer with his wife 
and four children, visiting his broth- 
er-in-law, the Rev. Dwight S. Bay- 
ley, pastor of the Maplewood Congre- 
gational Church. Dr. Bayley resides 
at 2851 Laclede road. 

When the war began Dr. Packard 
and his family were preparing to re- 
turn to their post in Persia, at the 
Presbyterian missionary station at 
Urumiah. The normal channels of 
travel being closed, they had to go by 
way of Sweden and Russia.

Packard's recent exploit, in which he 
riske@ his life, stated more than 3000 
Assyrians had made their last stand 
at Geogtapa against Turkish regular 
troops and Kurds, who were perse- 
cuting and massacreing Assyrian 
Christians. They had fought for three 
days and all their ammunition was 
gone. At this juncture Dr. Packard 
unfurled an American flag and ad- 
vanced between the lines. His act 
resulted in the saving of all but 200 
of the Assyrians, who had been 
burned tn a church.

there is a deathlike silence in the 
boat, as the electric machinery is 
noiseless, It is not unusual to hear 
the propeller of a ship passing over 
or near us. We steer entirely by the 
chart and compass. As the air heats 
it gets poor and mixed with the odor 
of oil from the machinery. The at- 
mosphere becomes fearful. An over- 
powering sleepiness often attacks the 
new men, and it requires the utmost 
will power to remain awake. I have 
had men who didn’t eat the first three 
days out, because they didn’t want to 
lose that time from sleep. 

“Despite the chemical purification 
of the atmosphere, the air gets very 
bad. On many it has the same effect 
as rolling waves and produces sea 
sickness. The story that there is no 
sea-sickness in submarines is untrue. 
‘When the weather or the proxim- 
ity of the enemy make it necessary 
to remain down long, so that the air 
becomes unusually “baf@, @very man, 
except those actually on duty, is or- 
dered to lie down and to remain abso- 
lutely quiet, making no unnecessary 
movements, as movements cause the 
lungs to use more oxygen and oxy- 
gen must be saved—like a famishing 
man in the desert tries to make the 
last drop of water go the farthest. 
‘‘As there can be no fire, because fire 
burns oxygen, and the electric power 
from the accumulators is too precious 
to be wasted for cooking, we have to 
dine cold when cruising. As you have 
seen, there is no kitchen and no dining 
room on our boats. 

“Day after day in such cramped quar- 
ters, where there is hardly room to 
stretch your legs and constantly on 
the alert, is a tremendous strain on 
the nerves. 

“Pwe sat or stood eight hours with 
my eyes glued to the periscope and 
peered into the brilliant glass until 
my eyes and head ached. 

Rocked in Cradle Under Sea. 

‘When the crew is outworn we seek 
a good sleep rest under the water. The 
boat often is rocking gently, with a 
movement somewhat like a cradle. Be- 
fore ascending I always order silence 
for several minutes to determine by 
hearing if there are any propellers in 
the vicinity through the shell-like sides 
of the submarines, which | act like a 
sounding board.’’ 

Asked how it felt to torpedo a ves- 
sel, Commander Hansen said: “It gives 
one a peculiar and uncanny feeling to 
be beneath the water, to see and not 
be seen. I have passed near ships and 
seen officers on the bridge and people 
on the deck. They had not the slight- 
est idea that anything was in the 
vicinity. 

“Successful torpedoing depends on the 
working of the crew and having the 
machinery in absolute unison. 

“You might compare the U-boat to 
the human body, the commander at 
the periscope to the brains and eyes} 
} the members of the crew to the vari- 
ous important nerve centers; the ma- 
ee ee and mechanisms ee ne the vari-

“The boat and the crew should an- 
swer instantly every order of the com- 
mander at a critical moment, like the 
body answers the mentality.’’

“Just one—water. There is always’ 
danger of a leak. Water is our worst 
enemy.’ 

The crews on the German U-boats are 
teetotalers. There is no bar, and the 
ships are as dry as a Kansas town. 

Observing that Commander Hansen 
didn’t drink at the dinner where we 
both were guests, I called his attention 
to it and he answered: 

“With the fewest exceptions U-boats 
carry no'‘liquor. There is no regulation 
against it, but there is not a drop of 
liquor on my boat. The same is true of 
the majority.”’ wl 
: U-boats carry no doctor. The com- 
mander is expected to give some in- 
structions on first aid and carries a few 
simple medicines. 

“We need neither doctors nor under- 
taker,’’ the commander said. “If any- 
thing goes wrong,on our craft when 
down, no doctor can help us, and we 
carry our coffin with us.” 

The U26 is somewhat smaller than the 
182, which I was on some time ago. The 
U16 has an orchestra of five pieces— 
three harmonicas, a triangle and accor- 
dion. The men are not allowed to play 
the harmonicas when down, becaus3 
they will necessarily use oxygen. 


New Submarines Are Speedier.

To the query as to how the newest 
boats can remain under water, he 
said: “That's one of the Admiralty’s 
secrets which I cannot divulge.”

DRESDEN WAS SUNK 


N NEUTRAL ZONE, 
GERMANY CHARGES 


Attitude of United States in Mat- 
ter Will Be Interesting, Of- 
ficial Statement Says. 


BERLIN, March 29, by wireless to 
Sayville, N. Y.—The German Govern- 
ment has given out an Official state- 
ment in which it is affirmed that the 
German cruiser Dresden, which was 
sunk off the Chilean Island of Juan 
Fernandez, March 14, by a British 
squadron, was destroyed in neutral wa- 
ters. After condemning the _ British 
Government for the manner in which 
the German warship was attacked, the 
statement, says that it will be interest- 
ing to see what attitude the United 
States Government will take “in the 
face of such a violation of the neutral- 
ity of a South American republic.” 
The text of the statement follows: 

“The Nation, a London weekly, a few 
days ago, admitted that it was doubt- 
ful whether the attack on the German 
cruiser Dresden was carried out in 
conformity with the usages of war. The 
expression, ‘doubtful,’ is a rare avowal 
for a British organ. 

“The facts are that the Dresden was 
lying at anchor 600 yards off the 
coast -in Cumberland Bay, Juan Fer- 
nandez Island, when she was attacked 
on the morning of March 14, by gunfire 
from the British cruisers Kent and 
Glasgow, and the auxiliary cruiser Cra- 
ma. 

“The Dresden was in a neutral port 
with her engines disabled and without 
coal; apparently with little ammunition 
and virtually unable to defend herself. 
Neutrality Protest Ignored. 

“After the Dresden, by the first vol- 
ley of the infinitely superior enemy, 
was hit astern, the German command- 
er protested against the violation of 
Chilean neutrality, whereupon the com- 
mander of the British squadron de- 
clared he had orders to destroy the 
Dresden wherever he found her, and he 
did not care for other questions which 
diplomacy could settle afterwards. 

“Consequently, after a last effort of 
hopeless resistance, no alternative was 
left for the Dresden but self-destruc- 
tion 

“The attitude of the commander of 
the British squadron was typical of 
British contempt for the rights of neu- 
tral states so long as the chief object 
is attained—to destroy all men-of-war 
flying the flag of Great Britain’s en- 
emy. 

“If, after this, a neutral Government 
protests on paper, British diplomacy 
possibly will condescend to express re- 
gret, but this is only an unimportant 
detail, whereas England’s naval offi- 
cer may be sure that his brutal con- 
tempt for neutrality finds the full ap- 
proval of the British Government, his 
orders being to destroy a German cruis- 


er wherever he may find her. This 
instruction was included in an order 
not to consider the sovereign rights of 
neutral states. 


Interest in Attitude, ; 
“How brutally Chilean neutrality was 


violated is proved by the fact that the 
shells of the British cruisers nearly 
hit a Chilean ship and that splinters fell 
on Chilean territory, which virtually 
amotnts to the bombardment of a neu- 
tral Chilean port by British cruisers 
when a German cruiser was inside. 

‘This is practical evidence as to what 
extent Great Britain is standing up for 
the weak, especially neutral nations as 
advertised by the British Cabinet mem- 
bers. Chile is unable to defend herself 
More interesting, however, is what at- 
titude the United States Government will 
take in the face of such a violation of 
the neutrality of a South American re- 
public; also what the neutral states of 
Europe will have to say to the profes- 
sion of faith exhibited by British guns 
off Juan Fernandez—that no neutral 
waters or territory exist for the British 
navy in war times.”

LONDON, March 29.—Russia ‘is 
again today knocking at the back 
door of Constantinople by bombard- 
ing the Turkish forts on the Bospo- 
rus, but with what success is not yet 
definitely known. As the — door 
of the Turkish capital, the araa 
nelles, the only news is the monoto- 
nous reiteration of the report that 
the mine sweepers Of the allies are 
continuing their work and that 
weather conditions still prevent a re- 
sumption of the bombardment by the 


fleet. 
The following official statement has 


been issued at Petrograd regarding the 
attack on the Bosporus: 

“The Black Sea fleet on Sunday bom- 
barded the outside forts and batteries 
cn the Bosporus, on both sides of 
the straits. (The Bosporus, called also 
the strait of Constantinople, is a pas- 
Sage varying in width from 1000 feet to 
1% miles, which connects the Black Sea 
With the Sea of Marmora. Constanti- 
nople stands on its west side at its out- 
let and partly on the Sea of Marmora 
4he strait is lo miles long.) 

“The enemy’s torpedo poats, which 
tried to come out, were driven back into 
the strait by the fire of our guns. 

The report from the French War Of- 
fice today says that in the region of 
Ypres a German observation post was 
blown up by the French with a mine. 
At Eparges the Germans attempted to 
regain the trenches lost by them March 
27. After a violent struggle, the French 
gains were maintained. The Germans 
obtained a footing in a few sections of 
their old trenches, but the French made 
progress at other points. 

The announcement from German head- 
quarters says that German troops have 
stormed Tauroggen, across the Russian 
frontier northeast of Tilsit, and taken 
800 Russians prisoners. The Russians 
suffered heavy losses in the Krasnopol 
district. More than 1000 RuSssians were 
taken prisoners, among them being a 
squadron of lancers, with their horses 
and five machine guns. 


Two French Battleships Ge to Toulon 
for Repairs, 

PARIS, March 29.—The French battle- 

ships Suffren and Gaulois, which were 


badly damaged by the fire from Turkish 
batteries in the bombardment of the 
Dardanelles forts by the allied fleet 
March 18, have gone to Toulon, a 
French naval base, to be repaired in 
the dry dock there, according to a 
special dispatch from Athens. 

No attack was made in the straits 
Sunday, the dispatch says, but a 
Franco-British fleet and the Russian 
cruiser Askold bombarded the Bulair 
line of forts from the Gulf of Saros. 


Italy Call, Frontier Troops and Artil. 
lery Officers to Colors, 


ROME, March 2%.—All the Alpine 
troops of the first category, born in 1883, 
have been called to the colors by the 
Italian War Department for 4 days, All 
artillery and engineer reserve officers 
have been called to the colors for 6 
days from April 16. A royal decree has 
established a strict censorship on the 
publication. of military news from March 
31 to July B. 


The Alpine troops are frontier forces 
organized especially to defend the moun- 
tain passes leading into Italy. This force 
consists of eight regiments (28 battal- 
lions) of Alpine infantry and two regi- 
ments of 36 mountain artillery batteries. 
In addition to these there are two reg- 
iments of heavy artillery of 10 batteries

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The Turk- 
ish Government denies there have been 
any disorders at Urumiah, Persia. Am- 
bassador Morgenthau at Constanti- 
nople cabled the State Department to- 
day that the Grand Vizier had so in- 
formed him on the strength of a report 
nade to him by the Turkish War Of- 
fice. Morgenthau reported that fur- 
ther instructions that order must be 
maintained had been sent to Urumiah 
at his request and that regular Turk- 
ish troops were on their way to the 
scene.

These were given pass 
ports by the Germans, but hers never 
arrived, 

Carrying her clothes in a hand bag 
and pretending to be the wife of one of 
the men, she approached the Holland 
frontier with them. A German sentry 
stopped them, she said. After she mene 
tioned that she was very fond of sau- 
sages from Hamburg, she said, the sen- 
try allowed her to pass with the men— 
presumably to visit a relative jus@ 
across the line. 

“ “Be sure and be back before I ge 
off duty,’ the sentry said to me,” Mme 
de Page added. “But I never returned.” 

Mme. de Page said that she wished 
to raise funds to equip at least 1000 field 
cots for the wounded—whether friend or 
enemy.

He is the Marquis 
de Albufera, a grandson of Louis Ga- 
briel Suchet, Duc d’Albufera, one of Na- 
poleon'’s marshals. 

Trench Life Attractive, 

Trench life, less in the Champagne 
country perhaps than on some other 
parts of the line, is singularly attractive. 
Comfortable is scarcely the word for it. 
‘but it is sanitary and the trenches are 
equipped with every necessity. Much 
lumber has béen used in building them. 
The miles of trenches in the Rheims 
region are four to five feet wide, with 
board floors. The earth is shored up 
with planking and earth is piled uppn 
the roofs, so that the galleries are proof 
against fragments of bursting shells. 
They are not, however, proof against 
the direct impact of heavy projectiles. 
One of them fell today in the trench 60 
yards from where the correspondent 
stood, wounding three men. 

Every man’s rifle rests in the loop- 
hole. The soldier’s name is in plain let- 
tering on white cardboard beside his gun. 
Loophole observers are relieved frequent- 
ly so that their alertness will not be 
dulled. They eit.er look through the 
loophole with glasses or through the 
reots by aid of the periscope. When 
darkness comes on, sentinels creep out 
beyond the trenches so that they may 


1 give the alarm of a night attack in am- 


ple time to the observer in the trenches, 
who might not otherwise perceive th 
approach of the adversary. 

The men on this dangerous duty also 
are relieved frequently so that their at- 
tention may always be kept keen. Ma- 
chine guns are carefully employed at va- 
rius angles in order that all approaches 
to the trenches may be swept by cross- 
fire. 

Games and Newspapers for Men. 


There are underground retreats witn 
many useful touches in them. There 
are folding tables, German bayonets set 
on cross pieces at the entrance for 
scraping the mud from the soles of 
shoes, a horizontal bar for exercisé, 
games, newspapers and illustrated pe- 
riodicals. — 

Wires are laid everywhere. There are 
numerous telephone instruments. The 
General commanding a division on one 
part of the line remarked that he had 
200 miles of wire and 100 instruments in 
his % miles of trenches. 

The defenses appear to be impregna- 
ble, but the same system probably ex- 
ists on the other side of the narrow 
zone, in the German trenches. Such 
works as the French are now construct- 
ing in the Champagne segment are only 
to be destroyed by an intense and pro- 
longed shell fire. 

One finds behind the lines French 
light artillery, which is constantly 
shifted, on improvised roads of the cor- 
duroy variety where the ground is soft. 
The guns are massed and distributed 
and then recombined, according to the 
artillery 
somewhat complicated plan, so that the 
adversary may not locate the batteries, 
or, if they do so, that they will fire into 
vacant spaces, or where dummy guns 
are placed. The guns are behind slopes 
or in, woods and are covered with pire 
branches so that aviators cannot dis- 
cover them.

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mained in his mud-spattered uniform on 
duty, with no bed except a rubber sheet 
laid on the wet earth. His relatives in 


England may worry about htm, but he 
does not worry about himself, although 
when the war is over he says he is cer- 
tainly going to have one real bath and 
one good megl in London, no matter 
what the cost. 2 

When it was noticed that he had no 
blankets in his dugout, the.Captain ex- 
plained that the men’s blankets were 
not up yet and he wanted to enjoy no 
luxury they lacked. 

Faint aureoles of light showing above 
the line of the German breastworks 
rose from their camp fires, which were 
the counterpart of the British braziers, 
made by punching holes in any sort of 
bucket to be found. Around these the 
men off duty gather to keep warm and 
fry their bacon and make their tea. 
Time sped rapidly as one moved from 
group to group,to chat, everyone keep- 
ing his head below the parapet to avoid 
German bullets. 

“We are standing on dead Germans,”’ 
said one soldier. “‘We turned their 
trenches into made graves—good 
trenches they were, too.’’ 

When a fusillade broke out in a dis- 
tant part of our lines at the sign of 
some movement the Germans in front 
ef us burst into yells of derision, like 
the outcries from base ball fans when 
a misthrow to first lets in a run. Later 
in the night these same Germans saw 
the phantom in the darkness and be- 
gan firing feverishly, when it became 
our turn to laugh. 

At a point where the trenches are 
only 60 yards apart, an English speaking 
German asked when Kitchener’s army 
was coming. “I want this war over,”’ 
he declared loudly, ‘“‘so I can go home.” 

“Don’t get downhearted, my dear,”’ 
Tommy Atkins called back, ‘‘you're al- 
ready started, and you'll know whe 
the new army eomes because you wil 
be going faster than you want to.’’ 


German Conversation Heard. 

At this point one could distinctly hear 
the Germans talking, the commands of 
their officers and the driving of stakes 
as they strengthened their works. Ger- 
man rifles, helmets, caps and diaries 
were plentiful in the British breast- 
works. 

In the moonlight dark patches were 
visible on the field between the two 
forces, whenever: you went along the 
front. Under the light of the German 
flares they took the form of masses of 
prostrate bodies, and by daylight one 
could see the attitude of each as he fel! 


an unexploded hand grenade lying where 
it dropped from his fingers. . 

Across this field the Germans made 
their main charge to recover Neuve Cha- 
pelle. Not for want of courage they 
failed. The German official bulletin 
stated that the German losses at Neuve 
Chapelle were 6000, but this could hardly 
include the known killed and 2000 pris- 
oners taken, without counting the 
wounded. 


Though the Germans shout badinage 
in their trenches, they have asked for 
no armistice to bury their dead, and on 
previous occasions when'the_ British 
asked the privilege to bury the British 
uead it was refused, therefore the bodies 
remain This shows how grim is the 
actuality, despite occasional sallies of 
wit. A breastwork jester takes care not 
to show hjs head when he makes. his 
quip, lest a bullet make it his last. 

It is shrewd, calculating war every 
moment from the parapet, and campfire 
comradeship under the protection of the 
wall of sandbags, which bullets cannot 
penetrate. There is plenty of admira 
tion for the skill of the Germans as sol- 
diers heard from both officers and men, 
but there is confidence also that the 
Germans have shot their last bolt. 


“Right Place for the Irish.” 

Coming to an Irish regiment, an Irish- 
man said: “I have three brothers in 
the States, and I am going myself after 
the war. The Germans need a licking, 
and when anybody needs a_ licking 
that’s the place for the Irish.” 

These Irishmen insisted that the cor- 
respondent have a cup of tea, and 
wouldn't he try a slice of bacon, which 
was sizzling in the pan ~while’an oc- 
casional bullet sizzled over the parapet. 

The wounded Captain, my host, going 
beyond his own balliwick, chatted with 
fellow officers about breastwork mak- 
ing and other business detaiis. They 
referred to this and that friend, who 
had been killed since they’ last met, as 
if death were a familiar thing to all. 
Not one lauded war or found any glory 
in it, but all had no thought except to 
continue until victory had been won. 

If I. got a few yards ahead of my 
guide, I found how rare was the privi- 
lege to a civilian to be alone in that 
exclusive world. Some soldier instant- 
‘ty demanded to know who I was and 
if there had been no one to identify me 
1 should have been promptly appre- 
hended and sent to headquarters under 
suspicion of being a spy. 

It was after 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing when my host and myself lay down 
in his dugout, but not to sleep; 
there, were many things to talk about. 
Twice, when the dGesultory firing be- 
eame heavier on both sides, he went 
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including that of,a German soldier, with } 


visualized how this battle, which has 
stiffened English confidence, had been 
fought. There were the remains of the 
cld frontal and reserve trenches the 
Germans had occupied when the battle 
began, with a burst of fire from a mul- 
titude of guns fired on signal. 

One could realize how, in the crash 
of explosions and the rending of earth, 
there could be only insane confusion in 
the German trenches, which the British 
infantry captured, how that terrific 
blast was carried on to the next de- 
fense and the infantry charged again 
to get possession of another few hun- 
dred yards of ground, how itn the 
streets of the village parties of Germans 
surrendered and others desperately, in 
the pandemonium, tried to return and 
fire back. 


The Germans were taken utterly by 
surprise. Neuve Chapelle was a slaugh- 
ter for them. The British, advancing 
into the town with little loss, suffered 
most of their casualties later when the 
mist did not let their guns support 
them and they tried to carry their ad- 
vance beyond the _ present line of 
trenches. 

Nothing in the war has been more 
satisfactory to the British army at the 
*ront than Neuve Chapelle. “It has 
siven; us confidence in our strength,’’

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1 MR. ROOSEVELT’S IMPOTENT- RAGE. 
In his reply to the Senate committee on ship- 
purchase lobbying Mr. Roosevelt makes too plain 
his impotent rage’ because an administration has 
at last done something for our merchant marine— 
for which he did nothing during seven years and 
a half—and has done it- without paying ship sub- 
sidy gratuities out of the people’s§money. 

“We would h&ve been brought into conflict 
with foreign Powers by the success of the meas- 
ure,” says this man in horror, who has recently 
insisted that the invasion of Belgium should have 
had a resistance on our part that could only mean 
just such a conflict with foreign Powers if it 
meant anythifig at all. 

He says this ship-purchase fill was in the in- 
terest of foreign vessel owners and particularly 
in Germany’s interest. Its object, he charges, was 
the acquisition of the interned German ships in 
our ports. | 

‘Bince the passage of the bill liberalizing our 
seventeenth century navigation laws for the sup- 
pression of American shipping, a suppression Mr. 
Roosevelt never did anything to check, 133 vessels 
with a total tonnage of 485,000, have obtained 
American registry. Was this, too, a bill in the 
interest of foreign Governments and foreign ves- 
sel owners? Was it to our interest or their in- 
terest to have these ships transferred from their 
flag to our own? ~- 

It was to our interest, of course, just as it would 
have been to our interest to have still more ton- 
nage transferred to’ our flag under the ship- 
purchase bill to carry our products to market. 
Mr. Roosevelt virtually contends that the transfer 
of great numbers of American ships to the pro- 
tection of foreign flags during the Civil War. was 
to our interest and not to the interest of the 
countries which added them to their merchant 
fleets and which have ever since maintained 
marine superiority. 

The transfer of 485,000 tons of shipping to pri- 
vate American companies has not brought us into 
“conflict with foreign Powers.” Why should the 
transfer to an. American company in which the 
Government holds stock bring us into such con- 
flict? 

Mr. Roosevelt sitemited a characteristic bluff 
in a magazine article charging unworthy motives 
to Mr. Wilson in urging the ship-purchase bill. 
Called on to make good on his bluff by appear- 
ing before the committee and explaining the evi- 
dence on which his charges were based, he refused 
to go.

UNCARED FOR, DESTITUTE MOTHERS. 
While the Post-Dispatch urged the vetoing of 
the unnecessary and purely.jocal Kinney Mothers’ 
Pension bill, the question of caring for destitute 
mothers with little children depending upon 
them will not be settled until a comprehensive 
and general Mothers’ Pension law, such as New 
York has just passed, is obtained. 

In the meantime, if the Kinney bill shall be 
vetoed, it must be understood that those inter- 
ested in the work of caring for St. Louis destitute 
mothers with young children shall, as has been 
suggested, work for the amendment of the city 
ordinance so as to include all classes of mothers 
deprived of the support of their husbands, not 
merely actual widows. 

Under the» New York law, the pension to be 
paid such mothers is the amount of money that 
would have been paid to an institute for the 
support of the child. No taxpayer could possibly 
object to such payments. And the effet of such 
a law, in enabling mothers to keep their chil- 
dren with them, is entirely beneficial to all 
concerned. Of course, if investigation showed 
that such an amount was not sufficient, payments 
should be governed by actual need. But let all 
needy mothers be included in the pension scheme. 
There is no better way in which public money 
could be expended. 
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THE OTHER SIDE OF IT. 

You have been hearing, to mortal weariness, no 
doubt, the railroads’ complaint of how Uncle Sam 
is robbing them in fixing rates for carrying the 
mails. It seems there is another side to that 
story. 

Postmaster-General Burleson, telling how the 
railroad lobby at Washington fought and defeated 
the Postoffice appropriation bill to prévent the 
adoption of a new plan of measuring their service, 
Says: 

Our ‘plan, sunbed in the bill, was an ef- 
fort to end a system under which the postal 
authorities are compelled to stand helplessly 
by while the railways loot the postal revenues. 
Although the railways contend they are un- 
derpaid, they are in fact ovérpaid and get 
from the Government twice as much, for the 
Bame service, as, they get from the express 
companies. 

Mr. Burleson especially resents the railroad 
lobby’s charge that the 1915 postal deficit is due 
to loss In the parcel post branch of the work. He 
terms it an absurd falsehood, adding:

“An 
employment bureau can’t create jobs.”’ 

A case in point is that of Henry Seaton who, 
unable to get work at his home in St. Louis; 
walked all the way to Kansas City looking for a 
job. . But no work could he find in that city 
either. He was penniless, workless, friendléss in 
a strange town. 

The unusual resolution with which® he had 
pursued a job clear across the State afoot aroused 
interest. As soon as accounts of it began to be 
printed in the press offers of jobs poured fn on 
him. He is now settled in a permanent job, but 
for several hours he was the busiest man tn Kan- 
#as City, it is said, trying to decide which of 
many offers of work he would accept. 

With the same publicity for his need, he un- 
questionably could have obtained work as readily 
a* his home in St. Louis. 

The incident suggests that while there may not 
always be jobs enough to go around, as some sug- 
gest, more men could obtain work if the job, 
through publicity, could be brought to the job- 
less man.

Government Contends Decision 
for Company Would Permit 
of Big Combinations. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Gov- 
ernment’s brief in the anti-trust suit to 
dissolve the International Harvester Co. 


was filed today in the Supreme Court. 
It is largely directed toward combating 
the arguments advanced in the compa- 
ny’s brief, filed in support of its appeal 
after the District Court for Mineola had 
called it a combination in restraint of 
trade and ordered its dissolution. 

“If defendant's argument prevails,’’ 
says the Government brief, ‘‘if corporate 
combinations, 
do not come within the purview of the 
act unless and only so far as they 
demonstrably ‘abuse’ their power—the 
inevitable result will be the renewal of 
that great rush toward concentration, 
which proceeded with ever accelerating 
rapidity until checked by the decision 
of this court in the Northern Securities 
case. 

“If makers of harvesting machinery 
may unite as here, why not makers ol 
every other species of machinery do 
likewise and why may not all these 
lesser combinations be integrated into 
one super-combination of all the metal- 
working industries? 

‘‘What would prevent, indeed, the cre- 
ation of combinations with pewer to 
control the market for every necessary 
of life—food, coal, oil metal, textile 
fabrics, etc.—or alliances between all 
these combinations under the control of 
a few great masters of industry? 

“The desire for’ promoters’ profits, de- 
sire to escape from the pressure of 
competition, the natural gravitation of 
power into the hands of the powerful 
and the desire for more power which 
great power engenders, these motives 
will be still adequate to produce such 
concentration, even aSsuming that 
prices, etc., could be rigidly controlled. 

“The anti-trust act—the work of per- 
haps the ablest Judiciary Committee 
that ever sat in either branch of Con- 
gress, is the deliberate effort of con- 
servative, clear-thinking men to p lace 
some reasonable chick upon that liber- 
ty of combination, which, if permitted 
to be logically extreme, would in the 
end imperil liberty itself. 

Says Competition Is at Stake. 


“The controversy in this case, there-j| ° 


fore, is fundamental. The question is. 
shall the competitive system continue— 
shall ‘competition, not combination, be 
the law of trade?’ ”’ 

The Goverffment declares that three 
companies named by the defendant as 
formidable competitors which entered 
the field since its organization, ‘‘are 
practically..negligible as factors in the 
harvesting machine business in the Unit- 
ed States.’’
